The dish has a slightly raised boss in the centre encircled by a. 
band of repousse scale-pattern, which design is repeated on the rim. 
The slightly concave sides of the dish are divided into four panels 
by fluted columns, with vase-shaped capitals and bases 

The scenes depicted in the four panels illustrate the history of 
Titus immediately succeeding his capture of Jerusalem in a.d. 70 
The first scene shows the City of Jerusalem, with the Temple 
in the centre, surrounded by numerous walls, with a broad stream 
surrounding the whole; the stream and outer walls are being crossed 
by the Roman soldiers with the aid of scaling ladders, while in the 
country beyond the army of Titus is drawn up in squares 

The second shows Titus at Memphis, taking part in the ceremony 
of the consecration of the Sacred Bull of Apis. In the centre is the 
Sacred Beast with Titus and priests within an open Classical temple, 
surrounded by devotees and an embattled wall. In the foreground 
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of the scene is the delta of the Nile, with figures in boats, and 
stags, a hare and hounds on the banks of the river 

The third illustrates the triumphal progress of Titus and 
Vespasian after the return of the former to Rome. They stand in 
chariots, each drawn by four horses, with the Sacred Candelabrum 
from the Temple and other spoils of war carried before them, while 
heading the procession are prisoners bound by ropes. In the back¬ 
ground is a temple raised to Jupiter and oxen being driven to sacrifice; 
in the foreground numerous onlookers 

The fourth panel shows the dedication festival in the Colosseum 
at Rome, which took place in a.d. 80 on the completion of the 
building by Titus. In the arena are numerous combats between 
gladiators and wild beasts, with crowds of spectators in the tiers of 
seats and the Emperor in the centre 

The dish appears to have been made fqr a Knight of the Order 
of the Crescent, the badge of which order is emblazoned on the side 
of the Sacred Bull of Apis. The Order was founded by Rene due 
d’Anjou (titular King of Sicily) in 1446, and is of great rarity, being 
chiefly found on articles made for Florentine families; the best 
known example of these is the roundel by Luca delia Robbia, made 
for the Pazzi family of Florence, now in the Victoria and Albert 
Museum 

In the “Triumph” panel is introduced in the upper corner the 
coat-of-arms of Ippolito Aldobrandini (afterwards Pope Clement 
VIII.), surmounted by his Cardinal’s hat. Aldobrandini was a 
Florentine, born 1536, created Cardinal Priest of the title of St. 
Pancratius 1585, and elected Pope 1592. The arms being sur¬ 
mounted by a Cardinal’s hat prove that they were placed upon the 
dish between the years 1585 and 1592. From the manner in which 
they are delicately pricked upon the only available space, it is 
quite evident that they formed no part of the original design of 
the dish, but were doubtless placed there upon its acquisition by 
Aldobrandini 

From the manner in which this wonderful example of the gold¬ 
smith’s art is embossed from the back and finely tooled on the 
front, together with the richness of the design, many hundreds of 
minute figures being introduced, yet the whole composition 
exceedingly well balanced, there can be little doubt that the dish 
is from the master-hand of Benvenuto Cellini, with whose well- 
known works in the Cabinet of Medici Gems at the Uffizi, Florence 
it bears favourable comparison. It was probably executed by him, 
in Florence after his return from France in 1545 

Nothing is known of the modern history of the dish beyond the 
fact that it was purchased by Bertram, fourthEarl of Ashburnham 
(born 1797), who prior to his marriage in 1840 travelled extensively 
abroad, chiefly on the shores of the Mediterranean, and for a time 
resided in Florence
